1 o'clock in xhe> morninp. He had just 
como from several large mas8mefetiu(7.s 
in the borooghs of Qneeni and Manhat- 
tan. The work of the night seemed to 
have told on him. He complained of 
being tired, bat his friends and relatives 
who awaited him, thought it only the 
natural fatigue that follows snch hard 
campaign work us Mr. George liad been 
doing. Not long after reaching tht; 
hotel he retired. Mrs. George awaited 
him in Room 23 of tlio hotel. It was 
aboat 8 :80o'clock when Mrs. George was 
awakened. She foond Mr. George sit- 
ting in an armchair. 

•'I am not feeling qnlte comfortable," 
said Mr. George to his wife. 

"Won't you go back to bed?" in- 
quired Mrs. George, anxiously. 

"I will ait here awhile," wai the au- 



Mrs. George at onoe grew anzions as 

to her husband's condition. Mr. Greorge 
gradually grew incoherent and lapsed 
into semi-cousciousuesa. Mrs. George 
was now thoroughly alarmed and called 
her ion. Henry George, Jr., from an 
adjoining room. Frank Sterene was 
also called in. Mr. George was now 
unconscious. A call was sent to Dr. 
Kelly of 117 i:;i>t Fifty-ninth street, 
and he camo wuliout delay. Mr. George 
was still unconscious. All efforts to re- 
vire him failed. Without sign of rec- 
o^tion to thoee around him he passed 
peacefully away at 4 :45 o'clock. Mm. 
George was prostrated and was cared 
for by the friends of the family at the 
hotel. 

Mr. George has not been strong for 
the past three years, and his sou, 
Henry George, Jr., has been hia com- 
panion in almost every enterprise in 

which he has engaged, going with him 
on his tours of the west as a special 
newspaper correspondent in the last 
presidential campaign, and keeping 
(doie at his side in hit moremeuts in 
the campaign. Within the past day or 
two close friends of Mr. George noted 
with apprehension marked changes in 
his appearance and manner. His eyes 
grew dull. Wrinkles came at the ccjr- 
nere and his eyes sunk in hollow cav- 
erns. His Toioe, uraally reeonont and 
pleasant, now pitched ahnoet to piping 
treblo in conversations, was querulous, 
Willie he seemed like one whose nerves 
Were HO highly wrought that they miglit 
snap without warning. The pace of

The pallbearers have not yet been 
Kelected, Mr. (leorge was an ?]pi8CO- 
palian, but was not very regular in his 
atteiidance at church. His widow is a 
Catholic, and it was often said that her 
husband intended to ambtaoe Oatho* 
iicism. 

The widow and her daughters re- 
mained in the room witli the dead until 
10 o'clock, wh( 11 they wiTe indoOOd tO 
retire for much needed rest. 

.Mrs. (ieorge is bearing up well under 
the strain, but her friends fear that she 
will soon give way. There is talk of 
taking her out of town immediately 
after the funeral. A guard of honor, 
ron posed of prominent George men, 
will watch the dead body imtil iti 

teriueut. 

HHnry George was born at Philadel- 
phia Sept. 2, 1888. He received a com- 
mon 8<}hool education and then went 
into a conntiugmom. He was also a 
sailor, and afterward learned the print- 
er's trade. In 186tt he reached Oali- 
fornia, where he worked at the print- 
er s case until 1866, when he became a 
reporter and afterward editor, work- 
ing at different times on the San Fran- 
cisco Times and Poet. He returned to 
New York in 1880 and went to England 
and Ireland the following year, where 
he was twice arrested as a sospect. but 
afterward released when his identity 
became established. 

Mr. George is best known to the 
world at large throngh his writings 
upon economic questions, notably his 
work entitled "Pro g r e ss and Poverty," 
published In 1871. His other works are 
"Our Land and Land Policy," 1871 ; 
"Irisli Land Qnestion," 1881 ; "Social 
Problems," 1888: "Property in Land," 
a controversy with the Duke of Argyle, 
1884; ••The Condition of Labor," an 
open letter to Pope Leo XIII, 18^1, and 
a "Perplexed Philosopher" (Herbert 
tfpencer), 1893. 

In Mr. George was nominated 
\>j the Lli.itod Labor party for mayor of 
Isew York, polling 6!S.OOO votes, against 
00.000 for Abram S. Hewitt, the Demo- 
cratic nominee, and f;o,000 for Theodore 
Roosevelt, now assistant secretary of 
the navy, Republican. 

After his nomination for mayor by 
the Jeffcrsouian Democrats a monto 
ago, Mr. George made an extremely 
active canvass, speaking several times 
every evening and working from early 
to late at his head(iuarters. 

He gave to the campaign its most sen- 
sational incidents, its attacks on Rich- 
ar<l Ooker and Senator Flatt, whom he 
threaten, d to prosecute for various 
crimes, such as levying blackmail upon 
city contractors aud aspirants lor ollice, 
shoaU' he be elected mayor. His candi- 
dacy gave to the coiiiintr election its 
greate.-it element of uncertainty, for, 
according to expert politicians, it was 
practically impossible to estimate how 
much of Bryan's vote of last year 
would go to George instead of Van 
Wyck. 

At a meeting of the executive com- 
mittee of the .Ietl'(>rsonian Democracy 
yesterday afternoon Henry Creorge, Jr., 
was nominated to take his father's 
place on the ticket ai; candidate for 
mayor of (.ireater New Yfirk. Henry 
(ieorf-e. .7r., legally drops the "junior" 
at his father's death. The ballot can, 
ther. fore, i)roli:ibly be voted as it 
stands, without change. Young (ieorge 
is unknown, e.vcept to a small circle of 
his own and his f.itlier's friends. If he 
should be elected, it would h'.'. done as a 
tribute to Ins f.ither'a memory and be- 
cause of the sentiment clinging to thu

San Frakcisco, Oct. 80.— Eight whal- 
ers are fast in the ice off Point P.anow, 
and on at least one of them, the Jean- 
nie, tliere will be great sutler. ng Not 
only is the ship so far away that there 
is no chance to take her supplies, but 
her men, who are facing a gciod short- 
age, have no appliances with which to 
make shore over mor* than ISO miles 

of ice. 

The full list of the ves.^els known to 
be fast in the close in, in addition tothe 
Jeannie, are the Newport, t )rca, .Je.^se 
Freeman, Ikdvedire, Fearless, liosana 
and Wanderer. 

The news of this state of atlairs in 
the whahng tici t was brouglit out of 
the Arctic by the steamer Kartuck, 
which was barely ahlo to rcivli free 
water with her seven whales. '1 lie 
catch of the Kartuck is one of the heav- 
iest of the season, although all of the 
whalers who had spoken had made 
some progress. 

The BCartuck reports that none of 
those vessels which are stuck in the ice 
are close to any supply station and that 
there will be trouble for the men on 
bond them is certain. 'J' he ships are 
separated and no communication was 
httTwith tham bjtha steamer which 
escaped. 

The total number of men on tlie ves- 
sels is 800. It is known that all the 
vessels were short of provisions, as they 
had expected to return to San Francisco

Mr. Bryan's silver dollar, if be hap- 
pens to have a specimen of that coin on 
hand, is just liKe Mr. V'anderbilt'e, Mr. 
Mormn's, or Mr. Aster's silver dollar, 
and Is identical with the dollar paid to 
the laborer by his employer. It is the 
djilar that Congress, as the a^ent of the 
people, created fur the people, and the 
UHrjertion tli:tt it takes two such dollars 
to Imy a Im.shel of wheal is false. The 
Bryan (li)ilar, the Ki to 1 clollar, t\iv dol- 
lar that, in the bhape of itH paper L'roxy, 
is in till- liaiui.s alike of "the niapses and 
the claHr^i'H," will buy just as inucti wheat 
or any other commodity as a gold dollar. 
It stood at its lace value, reckoned by 
the t;old standard, when Kold wan tio'inn 
out of the country by the million on 
every departing trans-Atlantic steamer. 
The parity was kept intact when the 
treasurv nold reserve was run down to 
nearfr>o,()l)0,000. Why? .Simply because 
tae faith and credit of the Nation held it 
up. It was not because the silver certifi- 
cates could have been exchanged for Kold, 
at no such exchange could have been 
possible. Even if the administration had 
ueaired to pay out gold U r notes made 
payable in silver it could not have done 
■o. Nor could tlie HcK inley administra- 
tion stand a run for gold iu payment of 
■ Iver obligationa. Our flnancial struc- 
t ire, therefore, rests chiefly on theSooc- 
fi ience of the business world in the bon- 
e^ty of the people and their ability to 
keep their promise. 

But the fact that the Governropnt has 
tboa fw been able to bold its ' firja i 
dollar!' up to a parity with gold does not 
aeem to us to be a good reasou for as- 
saults on that dollar. The enormoun 
stake which this Nation has in silver— in 
the coina.'e, in luillioii, and in the mines 
— slioiiM aiimoiiish patriotic citi/ons that 
n Hluinp in the price of silver is not a 
thin;^ for jokcH. It ceeniM to lis that there 
is danner in tiiis assault on our currency. 
If kept up with the jiiencnt vijror it will 
have one of two re-iiiltH— it will eitiier 
break down the parity and brinj: on a 
panic or it will tiive daiiweroin Ktreiit;th 
to the flat heresy. Neither of tliete re- 
sults can be contemplated wiih cheerful 
composure, but one of thenrwill come if 
the war on silver is persistently |)ii-lieil. 
Tbe advocates of sound money, wiiether 
they believe in the gold standard or in 
international bimetalliiim, are as much 
interested in silver as are their oppouente. 
Every decline in tbe price of silver is a 
miafmrtune to tbe government and the 
people of the United States.
